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The non-nucleer countries will probably object to 
signing . non-proliferstion treaty of unlimited duration 
containing uo obligations upon the suclear-wespon powers 
to belt the nuclear ares race within any specified period. 
The review clause, however, provides fex en automstic 
conference at the end of five years to review the operation 
_ of the treaty “with « view to assuring that the purposes 
and provisions of the freaty are being realized?. we 
have advised som of our allies thet at this conference 
the aom-nuclear-wespon states can cell upon the nuclear- 
weapon states to chow vhether the creaty te Living up to 
its stated purpose of leading toward the easing of tensions 
end the fecilitating of disaraament rather than serely 
being # atap to preserve nuclear monopoly. 

The review clause does mot provide for terutnation 
at the end of five years and we should oppese eny proposal 
for such @ provision, The 1966 Eight-lWation Joint Meno- 
randum unyed chet periodic weveay be proet ses for.

at the fixst conference can agree to asst egein at any

or the like. If this ie not sufficient, we should 
reconsider our position with xespect to automatic review. 
requize the votes of « usjority of the parties, including 
@ll nucleax-weapen parties. Eon~nuclesr-weapon states 
may object te this nuclear power veto. However, ve could 





probably net secure Senate consent to a non-proliferation 
treatysneminente clause without @ U.S. veto. We should 
Gppowe any such clause on the ground that neither the 
U.8. nor the Soviet Union could sccept it, and thet what 
is proposed ie no more than what appears in che 1963 
Limited test ban treaty. 
The, ity net only provides for review after five 
years end emendments at any time, but also for withdrevel 
whenever, in the judgment of the withdrawing party, extra+ 
ordinary events related to the subject matter of the 
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treaty, jeopardise ite supreme astiensl interests, 
These provisions, teken together, provide a great deal 
of flexibility for the protection of the interests of 
neo-nuclear-weapon states. 
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
